Under Divisions Nos. 4 and 5, our Museum might properly be 
mentioned, because we do have ae ané because medals really 
are ecylptures in low relief. 


With regard to No.9, does it not seem that a better word 
than"Curios” could be evolved? This word always has an unscien- 
tific twang, whereas the examples of the handiwork of the Chinese 
and Japanese artists {in the Metropolitan Museum, for example) 
should be honoured by a better wandsifaaafichess Of course, we have 
the coins of China and Japan here as well as those of other nations; 
and while some might consider them "curies”, we do not. 


Under No.1S - again, the word “Relics”. This word suggests 
umpleasantly knuckle bones of Saints. The Century Dictionary defines 
a relic as “that which is left after the consumption or decay of the 
rest". Would not “Civilization of the American-Indian" be mere ap- 
propriate. Under this caption, though they were not made by the In- 
dians, come what we classify as Indian Peace Medals. These were given 
te keep the Indians friendayy and our collection of them is very

Your bookjet, containing lists of notable collections 
in museums near Newark, has just reached my hand, It impresses me 
as a very useful compilation, and because I have given a considera- 
ble amount of time to the study of art collections, I am venturing to 
suggestione or two additions. . 


On page 1, I note that neither the Wilstach coliection 
in Memorial Hall nor the J. G. Johnson Collection, Broad Street, 
Philadelphia, are listed. Both these might also be added to page 2, 
and the former to a number of other pages. The collection at the 
Pennsylvania University Museum (Ancient Art, Chinese, Egyptian Coins). 
should be included. 


Since you inelude Springfield and Providence, might it 
not be well to add the Hartford (Morgan Memorial) Collection? One 
of the mest important collections of coins is in the Connecticut 
State Library at Hartford, where there is also an important showing 
of early American portraiture. ee , 


I believe there is a collection of Cloisonné in the 
Public Libary at Plainfield, but of this I am n@t certain. 


Is there no way whereby the relative importance of these 
collections may be indicated - by an asteriek, double starring, or 
some Similar method? For example, on page 18, the colleotion of The 
New York Historical Society hardly brooks comparison with either of 
the other two museums containing this material in New York City. I 
do not venture a specific suggestion, but does it not seem that you 
might thus avoid the defect which mars the otherwise admirable tharough- 
ness of some of the German bibliographies, which although they do not 
féb1L in completeness really lose time because of the mass of material 


they present: a loss which could be avoided if the critical knowledge 


of the compiler were made available by indi a 
of the citagions. . cating the ~~ Sore wEthe
